ELECTRIC RAILWAY 


Will Come Within a Few Miles of 
Glelchen 


At a meeting or the Board of 
Trade the proposition of thé South- 
ern Alberta Land company, to con- 
struct an eleetric railway, with Med- 
icine Hat as a terminal point, ~ was 
very strongly endorsed. On the 
motion of Ald. Huckvale, seconded 
by Ex-Mayor Hutchinson, the foll- 
owing resolution was nnanimously 
passed: 

“Whereas the Government of 
Alberta has recognized the princi- 
ple of guaranteeing the bonds of 
companies constructing railroads, 
which are distinctly for the public 
benefit. 

‘And whereas the proposed rail- 
road of the Southern Alberta Land 
company will traverse a portion of 
the country hitherto mainly with- 
out railroad facilities. 

““And whereas the country into 
which it proposes to build is now 
almost all taken up by settlers, out- 
side the company’s own land. 

“And whereas the irrigation por- 
tion of this company’s land is ul- 
timately bound to be a thickly pop- 
ulated area, and a raiiroad will be a 
necessity in its development. 

“This board agrees to support in 
every way possible the Southern 
Alberta Land company in their re- 
quest to the goygrnment. of Alberta 
for the guarantee of the bonds 
of their railroads, and requests the 
president to appoint.a strong com- 
mittce to further this purpose.’”’ 

The following committee was 
named by President Henry Stewart 
to further the work: — President 
Stewart, Mayor Milne, Ald. Huck- 
vale, Ald. Howam, J. K. Drinnan, 
Thos. Hutchinson and F. G. 
Forster. 

The road in question will run 
through the company’s irrigated 
lands, coming within six miles of 
Gleichen and have Calgary and 
Mediine Hat as the terminals, 

A Medicine Hat despatch rays 
the Alberta Clay Products company 
has broken ground for the installa- 
tion of their big sewer pipe factory 
in Medicine Hat.
